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CONSTITUTION 


Of  the  Association  of  Alumnae  and  Former  Students 
of  Sweet  Briar  College 


Article  I. — Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  As- 
sociation of  the  Alumnae  and  Former  Students  of 
Sweet  Briar  College. 

Article  II. — Purpose 

.The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  keep 
the  Alumnae  and  Former  Students  in  touch  with 
each  other  and  with  the  college  and  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  college. 

Article  III. — Members 

Any  alumna — that  is,  any  person  who  has  taken  a 
degree  from  Sweet  Briar  College — and  any  person 
who  has  attended  the  college  as  a  student,  are  eligi- 
ble to  membership  in  the  Association. 

Article  IV.— Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be 
a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer 
and  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  four  other 
members  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  the  Secretary  and  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  Alumnae. 
The  Vice-President,  the  Treasurer  and  the  other  two 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected 
from  the  Association  at  large,  exclusive  of  Alumnae. 

Sec.  3.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting,  from  the  list  of  candidates  pre- 
sented by  the  Nominating  Committee,  increased  by 
an}'^  nominations  which  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

Article  V. — Meetings 

Section  1.    There  shall  be  one  regular  meeting  of 


the  Association  each  year,  said  meeting  to  be  held  at 
the  college  during  commencement  week. 

Sec.  2.   Those  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  VI. — Dues. 

The  annual  dues  of  membership  shall  be  one  dol- 
lar, payable  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 
If  any  member  pays  twenty-five  dollars  at  any  one 
time  she   is   exempt  from   further  annual   dues. 

Article  VII. — Amendments 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
present,  provided  notice  of  such  proposed  change 
shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  put 
into  the  call  for  the  meeting,  issued  at  least  one 
month   previous  thereto. 


BY-LAWS 


By-Law  I. — The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to 
call  and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  appoint 
someone  to  make  a  report  concerning  the  affairs  of 
the  college;  to  appoint  the  members  of  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee  one  month  before  the  annual 
meeting;  to  appoint  an  Alumnae  Editor  for  the  Col- 
lege Magazine,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as 
pertain  to  her  office. 

By-Law  II. — The  duty  of  the  Vice-President  shall 
be  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  the 
absence  of  the  President. 

By-Law  III. — The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be 
to  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings;  to  send  to 
all  members  of  the  Association,  with  the  notice  of 
the  annual  meeting,  a  list  of  the  candidates  presented 
by  the  Nominating  Committee;  to  carry  on  all  cor- 
respondence of  the  Association;  to  prepare  an  annual 
report  of  the  work  of  the  Association,  including  all 
committees;   and   to   keep   a   list   of  the   names   and 


postoffice  addresses  of  all  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

By-Law  IV. — The  duty  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
to  collect  all  money  due  the  Association,  expend  the 
same  as  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
to  present  a  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Association  at  every  regular  meeting. 

By-Law  V. — The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  to  formulate  plans  for  the  work  of  the  As- 
sociation, to  present  them  to  the  Association  for 
approval  when  necessary  and  to  execute  all  plans 
which  are  adopted  by  the  Association,  except  where 
special  committees  are  appointed.  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  also  authorize  the  expenditure  of 
the  funds  of  the  Association  and  transact  all  business 
of  the  Association. 


AMENDMENTS 

Article  III. — Members 

Section  2.  Former  students  of  the  academy  are 
eligible  to  auxiliary  membership  in  the  Association 
and  all  the  privileges  pertaining  thereto  except  that 
of  holding  office. 

Article  IV.— Officers 

Section  2.  The  President,  one  other  oflficer  and 
two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
Alumnae.  The  two  other  officers  and  the  other  two 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected 
from  the  Association  at  large,  exclusive  of  Alumnae. 

By-Law  VL 

All  Association  members  visiting  Sweet  Brier  shall 
be  expected  to  abide  by  the  Student  Government 
Association  rules. 


FOREWORD 

The  Association  of  Alumnae  and  Former  Students 
was  established  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  old 
girls  in  touch  with  each  other  and  with  Sweet  Briar. 
The  membership  of  the  Association  increases  each 
year,  but  the  scope  of  the  Association's  activities,  the 
number  of  its  chapters,  the  amount  of  its  yearly  in- 
come, do  not  always  increase.  What  is  the  reason 
for  this?  Largely  because  so  many  of  the  girls  for- 
get. They  are  interested  in  Sweet  Briar,  but  more 
personal  and  present  issues  push  it  into  the  back- 
ground. The  booklet,  therefore,  is  sent  around  each 
year  to  keep  the  girls  from  forgetting.  The  object 
of  the  booklet  is  to  tell  you  what  the  Association  is 
doing,  what  Sweet  Briar  is  doing,  what  Sweet  Briar 
girls  are  doing.  Read  your  booklet,  keep  up  with 
your  college,  keep  up  with  your  college  friends.  The 
strength  of  a  college  is  the  strength  of  her  Alumnae. 
If  every  old  girl  keeps  up  her  interest  in  Sweet  Briar 
the  Association  will  grow  and  prosper  enormously. 
Be  a  live,  active  member.  Attend  the  meetings  of 
your  local  chapter,  be  ready  to  work  out  new  ideas. 
If  there  is  no  chapter  in  your  town,  and  no  State 
Chapter  with  which  you  can  affiliate,  set  about  form- 
ing one.  Write  to  the  President  of  the  Association 
for  suggestions.  Above  all,  pay  your  dues.  The 
Association  and,  more  important,  Sweet  Briar  itself, 
needs  financial  support.  It  is  from  the  old  girls  that 
this  support  is  due.  There  are  fourteen  hundred  old 
girls.  If  each  one  paid  her  dues  this  year,  more 
money  would  be  taken  into  the  Treasury  than  has 
ever  been  taken  in  a  single  year,  with  the  exception 
of  1914-15,  when  the  great  "Endowment  Fund  drive" 
was  being  carried  on.  If  you  have  not  already  paid 
your  dues,  do  it  now.  Send  one  dollar  to  Virginia 
Sandmeyer,  1203  Lovett  Boulevard,  Houston,  Texas. 
Help  Sweet  Briar,  the  Endowment  Fund  and  the 
Association. 

At  present  the  war  is  obscuring  lesser  issues.  In 
the  great  upheaval  we  are  apt  to  forget  all  duties 
which  are  not  war  duties.     But,  girls,  in  the  press  of 


war  work  and  war  demands,  don't  let  Sweet  Biiar 
slip  entirely  from  your  minds.  The  college  must 
still  go  on,  to  a  distinguished  life  and  great  pros- 
perity; the  Endowment  Fund  is  still  as  much  of  a 
necessity  as  it  ever  was;  the  Association  must  still 
be  maintained  and,  we  hope,  broadened  and  strength- 
ened. Because  of  the  great  demands  of  the  war  it 
has  been  impossible  to  employ  the  usual  methods  of 
raising  money  and  arousing  interest.  It  has,  there- 
fore, become  increasingly  important  that  each  girl 
should  pay  her  dues,  read  her  booklet  and  keep  uo 
with  the  Association  in  every  way  possible.  Don't 
be  a  slacker!

N.  B. — Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  treasury 
system  of  bookkeeping  inaugurated  this  year.  As 
announced,  neither  dues  nor  pledges  paid  through  a 
chapter  are  now  credited  to  the  chapter,  but  to  the 
individual  girl  direct.  This  will  explain  the  ap- 
parently smaller  contributions  from  some  chapters. 
For  instance,  $21.00  in  dues  was  paid  through  the 
Richmond  Chapter  and  the  chapter's  own  contribu- 
tion was  $58.00.  Instead  of  crediting  Richmond  with 
$79.00,  each  girl  who  paid  dues  was  credited  individ- 
ually and  the  chapter  was  credited  with  the  $58.00  it 
had  sent  as  a  result  of  chapter  work.  Likewise,  the 
Southern  Ohio  chapter  which  is  newly  organizexl 
contributed  nothing  as  a  chapter  but  nearly  every 
one  of  its  members  has  paid  her  Association  dues. 
The  eflfort  to  have  every  "old  girl"  pay  dues  to  the 
Association  was  quite  successful,  though  not  quite 
one-third  of  the  old  girls  responded.  Two  hundred 
ninety-seven  dollars  was  received  in  dues  this  year, 
while  past  year  only  $45.00  was  reported.  Dues  were 
received  this  year  from  206  girls;  past  year  from  68 
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(girls  paying  through  chapters  having  had  their 
money  credited  to  the  chapter  instead  of  themselves). 
A  number  of  girls  have  paid  back  dues  this  year  and 
some  have  paid  in  advance.  The  method  of  sending 
annual  bills  for  due^  and  of  crediting  money  received 
to  chapters  and  individuals  separately  is  more  busi- 
nesslike than  the  old  method  and  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  meet  with  even  wider  response  next  year. 
Through  it  we  have  been  able  to  find  out  many 
changes  in  address  and  marriages. 

The  total  receipts  this  year  fall  only  about  $20.00 
short  of  last  year,  which  is  largely  due  to  the  war 
and  to  the  fact  that  an  Alumnae  play  (at  which  we 
have  averaged  about  $100.00  usually)  was  an  impos- 
sibility during  Finals.  We  are  encouraged  by  our 
creditable  showing. 


MINUTES— 1917 

June  4,  1917. 
.  The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
Alumnae  and  Former  Students  was  held  in  the 
chapel.  The  minutes  of  the  1916  meeting  were  read 
and  approved.  The  Treasurer's  report  was  read  and 
approved.  The  President  explained,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  new  members,  the  purchase  by  the  Association 
of  several  pieces  of  fine  old  lace  belonging  to  the 
Sweet  Briar  estate.  Mrs.  McCall,  a  relative  of  Mrs. 
Williams,  had  been  selling  the  lace  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  Association,  there- 
fore, had  decided  to  buy  what  was  left  of  the  lace,  in 
order  to  serve  the  double  purpose  of  adding  to  the 
Endowment  Fund  and  keeping  some  of  the  lace  in 
the  possession  of  the  college.  The  question  of  the 
disposition  of  the  lace  was  discussed.  Miss  Banister 
moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  see  that  the 
lace  was  cleaned,  mended  and  mounted,  and  sent  to 
Sweet  Briar  for  exhibition.  The  motion  was  ap- 
proved. 

The  President  then  read  her  report  for  the  year. 
She  urged  the  girls  to  pay  their  dues,  pointing  out 
that  whereas  there  are  fourteen  hundred  girls  who 


should  pay  dues  and  help  the  Association,  only  six 
chapters  and  two  hundred  ninety-four  girls  had  done 
the  work  and  raised  the  money  of  the  Association 
during  the  year. 

The  question  of  the  future  of  tlie  Book  Shop  was 
discussed.  It  was  explained  that  after  the  departure 
of  Miss  Benedict  it  had  been  an  open  question  as  to 
who  should  have  charge  of  it.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
thought  it  should  be  run  by  the  college,  but  the  As- 
sociation was  opposed  to  this  on  the  grounds  that 
neither  the  college  nor  the  Board  of  Trustees  had 
been  instrumental  in  the  establishment  and  growth 
of  the  Book  Shop;  that  first  Miss  Guion  and  then 
Miss  Benedict,  together  with  the  students  and  Al- 
umnae had  financed  and  run  it  and  that  the  Alumnae 
Association  was  the  logical  successor  now,  that  both 
Miss  Guion  and  Miss  Benedict  had  gone.  Also,  it 
was  desired  to  keep  the  proceeds  from  the  Book 
Shop  entirely  for  scholarships,  rather  than  have  it 
turned  into  the  general  fund.  It  was  moved  by  Miss 
Brown  that  the  matter  be  left  to  the  present  Book 
Shop  Committee,  which  should  be  instructed  to 
make  every  effort  to  keep  it  in  the  hands  of  the 
Association.     The  motion  was  carried. 

Miss  Pfister  asked  the  Association  for  a  loan  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  six  hundred  if  possible,  for 
three  years,  at  six  per  cent  interest,  for  the  Social 
Service  Committee  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  a  Neighborhood  House  on  Sweet 
Briar  grounds.  As  it  was  considered  a  good  invest- 
ment for  the  money,  it  was  moved  and  carried  that 
a  loan  of  six  hundred  dollars  be  made. 

As  there  was  no  further  business  to  be  brought 
before  the  Association,  the  election  of  officers  was  in 
order.  Margaret  Banister  was  elected  President.  It 
was  then  moved  and  carried  that  the  election  of  the 
other  officers  be  postponed  until  a  special  meeting 
the  next  day,  and  the  meeting  adjourned.

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June  5,  1917. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Alumnae 
and  Former  Students  was  held  in  the  chapel.  The 
minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  election  of  officers  was  then  completed.  The 
result  of  the  election  was:  Grace  Martin,  Vice-Presi- 
dent; Grace  MacBain,  Secretary;  Virginia  Sand- 
meyer,  Treasurer;  Alice  Swain  and  Anne  Schulte, 
Alumnae  members  of  the  Executive  Committee; 
Corina  Eaglesfield  and  Amy  Elliott,  non-Alumnac 
members  of  the  Executive   Committee. 

As  there  was  no  further  business  to  be  brought  be- 
fore the  Association,  the  meeting  adjourned.

LOCAL  CHAPTERS 

The  importance  of  the  local  chapters  cannot  be 
overestimated.  It  is  through  these  small  groups  of 
girls  living  near  each  other  that  interest  in  the  As- 
sociation, in  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  in  Sweet 
Briar  is  kept  alive.  It  is  through  these  small  groups 
that  a  great  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association 
must  be  done.  It  has  been  the  plan  of  the  Associa- 
tion from  the  beginning  to  gradually  increase  the 
number  of  its  local  chapters  and  the  number 
of  members  in  each  chapter  until  every  girl 
who  has  ever  been  to  Sweet  Briar  has  become  a  part 
of  some  chapter,  either  city  or  State.  But  in  the  last 
few  years  the  number  of  chapters  has  not  increased. 
One  year  a  chapter  will  come  forward,  display  great 
energy  and  resource,  and  raise  a  considerable  sum  of 
money;  the  next  year  this  chapter  will  subside  into 
the  limbo  of  forgotten  things.  So  that  though  new 
chapters  are  sometimes  formed,  old  ones  die,  and  the 
number  of  active  chapters  does  not  increase.  Girls, 
what  can  we  do  about  this?  How  can  we  not  only 
arouse  interest  in  new  chapters  but  keep  up  interest 
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in  old  ones?  Think  about  it  for  a  while,  and  if  j^ou 
have  any  suggestions  on  the  subject,  write  to  the 
President  or  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

Last  year  there  were  six  chapters  which  did  good 
work — New  York,  Oak  Park,  Indianapolis,  Rich- 
mond, Lynchburg  and  Norfolk.  The  Indianapolis 
chapter  led  the  race.  In  March  the  Indianapolis 
girls  gave  a  card  party  which  netted  over  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  not  content  with  this,  they  had  a  rummage 
sale  in  May  which  brought  in  another  forty.  Oak 
Park  ran  Indianapolis  a  close  second,  contributing 
eighty-two  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  New  York 
chapter  gave  a  card  party  which  brought  in  sixty- 
six  dollars.  The  Richmond  girls  formed  one  of  the 
most  active  chapters  last  year.  This  chapter  held 
regular  meetings,  sent  numbers  of  things  to  the 
Christmas  bazaar  at  Sweet  Briar,  collected  dues  from 
all  of  its  members  and  gave  a  very  successful  card 
party.  And,  girls,  listen  to  this:  The  members  of 
the  Richmond  chapter  voluntarily  increased  their 
dues  to  $1.50  as  a  sure  way  of  putting  money  into 
the  treasury.  That  is  a  suggestion  which  comes  in 
well  at  a  time  when  the  war  has  made  it  almost  im- 
possible to  give  card  parties,  bazaars  and  rummage 
sales.  The  Lynchburg  chapter  contributed  twenty- 
seven  dollars,  and  the  Norfolk  chapter  twenty-six, 
proceeds  from  two  card  parties. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  these  chapters  will  continue 
their  good  work  in  spite  of  difficulties,  and  that  new 
ones  will  be  added  to  the  list.

The  enrollment 
is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  Every 
room  IS  filled  to  its  capacity.  Of  the  285  students, 
1/5  are  in  the  college.  The  Freshman  Class  num- 
bers 90,  and  the  Sophomore  and  Junior  Classes  have 
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been  enlarged  by  transfers  from  other  colleges.  As 
usual,  the  students  come  from  all  over  the  United 
States.  Among  the  Northern  States,  Connecticut, 
Delaware,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Pennsylvania  and  Rhode  Island  are  represented. 
From  the  far  West,  Colorado,  Idaho  and  Washing- 
ton; from  the  middle  West,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa, 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Missouri,  Ohio  and 
Wisconsin;  and  all  the  Southern  States  are  repre- 
sented.

The  Founders'  Day  dance  was  held  as  usual,  but 
on  account  of  the  war  there  were  no  favors,  no  re- 
freshments and  no  cards.  Meyer-Davis  orchestra 
came  down  from  Washington  as  usual,  though,  so 
of  course  the  dance  was  a  success  in  spite  of  wartime 
economies.  The  money  that  was  left  over  from  the 
expenses  of  the  dance  was  given  to  the  Red  Cross, 
and  on  Founders'  Day  afternoon  a  Leap-year  dance 
was  given  in  the  Gym,  for  which  the  girls  were 
charged  25  cents,  proceeds  to  go  to  the  Red  Cross. 

It  appears  that  Dramatic  try-outs  have  become 
much  more  complicated  affairs  than  they  were  in 
the  days  when  you  took  your  courage  in  your  hand 
and  tremblingly  climbed  upon  the  stage  to  display 
your  ability,  or  lack  of  ability,  to  an  awe-inspiring 
line  of  "old  girls"  and  Faculty  members.

Speaking  of  dramatics,  the  Seniors  gave  their  first 
play,  "The  School  for  Scandal,"  the  night  before 
Founders*  Day,  and  the  first  dramatic  play,  given  by 
the  old  Merry  Jesters  and  Ripplers,  came  off  the 
night  after  Founders*  Day. 

Lake  Day  was  given  up  this  fall  on  account  of  the 
extreme  coldness   of  the  weather,   but   Athletics  is 
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planning  to  have  it  at  the  end  of  the  Senior  week  in 
June. 

All  of  the  old  song  books  have  been  sold  and  the 
Student  Government  is  now  getting  out  a  new  book, 
a  much  fatter  and  more  complete  edition,  we  hear. 
When  you  go  back  in  June,  get  one. 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  Miss  Sparrow,  guardian 
angel  of  the  Current  Events  Club,  that  club  is  con- 
tinuing in  its  usual  interesting  and  useful  way.  Cath- 
erine Remp  is  now  President  of  it.  The  two  speak- 
ers who  have  so  far  appeared  before  it  are  Mrs.
